MASSES’ PUBLISHERS. 


LETTERS INTRODUCED PLEDGE 
FIGHT AGAINST ALL NA- 
TION’S WAR EFFORTS,

NEW YORK, Sept, 30.—A jury 
was selected at the opening in the 
Federal court here today of the sec- 
ond trial of Max Eastman and oth- 
ers associated with him in the pub- 
lication of the Masses, indicted on 
charges of conspiracy to obstruct the 


'nation’s military preparations. The 


jury disagreed in the trial last 
spring. 

Two circular letters, signed with 
EBastman'’s nama and outlining: the 
policy of the Masses in regard to the 
war, were introduced over objections 
of the defense, which contended that 
since the letters were dated before 
the passage of the Espionage Act 
they were not competent. 

One of the letters said, in part: 

“This is to pledge you that the 
Masses is going to fight militarism. 
It is going to fight conscriptions and 
its attendant evils. It is going to 
fight censorship.” 

With the exceptioniof J. Glinten- 
kamp, an associate itor, who has 
been in Mexico since the finding of 
the indictment, all the defendants 
were in court. They include Floyd 
Delt, associate editor; Arthur Young, 
cartoonist: C. Merrill Rogers, busi- 
hess manager, and John Reed, con- 
tributing editor. Reed was in Rus- 
sia when the case was first tried. 


AMERICA PROTESTS 
CHINA’S OPIUM DEAL.

26.—The American Legation today 
handed a note to the Chinese gov- 
ernment saying that the American 
government regrets to learn that 


China recently sanctioned the pur- 
chase of certain opium stocks and 
made arrangements for the disposal 
of the stocks, according to a plan 
which contravenes the spirit of The 
Hague convention which was ratified 
by China and the United States. 
The note deciares this action by 
China endangers all the beneficial 
results accomplished toward ex- 
tinguishing the opium traffic in 
China and says the United States 
expresses the earnest hope that the 
transaction will not be compl ged 
and that China will take steps to

The capitulation of Bulgaria has 
stricken Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary with dismay, according to Ger- 
man press comment here. The 
greatest concern is felt on account 
of the certainty that communications 
with Turkey would be cut, but there 
is anxiety also because of the fear 
that the treaty of Bucharest is to be 
nullified. 

Some of the German papers ad- 
mit that because of Bulgaria's de- 
fection the situation of Germany has 
become serious. 

Although deeply gratified that 
Bulgeria has signed an armistice 
which must be followed by her elim- 
ination from the war, American of- 
ficials have carefully refrained from 
exercising any direct influence in this 
momentous event. Since the United 
States never has declared war on 
Bulgaria, the government has not 
felt at liberty to make any sugges- 
tions to its co-belligerents at this 
stage, which is regarded as purely 
military. 

It ig believed, however, that in the 

final adjustment of the important po- 
litical questions involved in the con- 
ditions to be imposed upon Bulgaria 
at the conclusion of the world war, 
the United States will be invited to 
discuss this subject with the Entente 
Allies at the peace council. 
It was stated today that no in- 
structions had been given to any 
American diplomatic representatives 
in the Balkans to extend the good 
offices of the United States to either 
Bulgaria or the Allies. In notifying 
the State Department that his gov- 
ernment had requested an armistice, 
however, Stephen Panaretoff, the 
Bulgarian Minister here, undoubted- 
ly gave the impression that such ac- 
tion would be gratefully received by 
Bulgaria. 

It is considered possible that Min- 
ister Panaretoff’ may have exerted 
no small influence with his friends 
in Bulgaria to bring about the de-

America is to lead the world to 
democracy, for it will be judged by 
its ts.

“It is my duty to win the war,” 
said the President, “and to ask you 
to remove every obstacle that stands 
in the way of winning i. 
I tell you plainly that this measure 
which I urge upon you is vital to the 
winning of the war and to the ener- 
xies alike of preparation and of 
battle. And not to the winning of 
the war only. It ts vital to the 
right solution of the great prob- 
lems which we must settle, and set- 
tle immediately, when the war is 
over.” 

After the President's address the 
Senate resumed debate, while leed- 
ers recanvassed Senators to deter- 
mine the effect of the President's 
intervention. Champions of the 
resolution sald they could safely 
count on sixty-two of the Senate's 
ninety-six votes or two less than 
the requisite two-thirds majority.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Sept. %3%0.-—The 
which developed yesterday on the 
front of the British Fourth Army 
was marked by hard fighting as the 
day advanced. The enemy counter- 
attacked heavily at critical points, 
and although the progress for the 
whole day was quite satisfactory, it 
could not be as rapid as elsewhere 
on the front. 

The American troops shewed 
magnificent’ zeal, although in their 
desire to get on and come to grips 
with the Germans some of them did 
not give quite sufficient attention to 
the less interesting, but highly- 
necessary work of “mopping up,” 
with the result that German units 
left behind in well-concealed places 
continued to fire upon them after 
they had passed. In this way they 
made the same error that British 
and, indeed, all fresh troops, have 
committed again and again. 

Although the enemy fought stub- 
bornly, many of his men showed a 
disposition which is being found 
everywhere to surrender on slight 
provocation. 

By nightfall Sunday night the 
Allies were along the main Hinden- 
burg line or across ft over most of 
the front of the new attack. Cam- 
bral apparently was nestling in «a 
deep little salient in the British line 
and there was some speculation as 
to whether the British would sur- 
round it this morning. 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN

GERMAN NEWSPAPERS 


BECOMING FRENZIED. 


FEAR INVASION OF GERMANY, 
SOME BEG PEACE, OTHERS 
BLUSTER, THREATEN. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 30.—The 
German press today is hysteri- 
cally emphasizing that the need 
for cool heads never was greater 
than now. The possibility, 
never before entertained or vis- 
ualized, is beginning to dawn on 
the people that Germany may 
lose the war and the sudden- 
ness of this realization has had 
a bewildering effect. 

The Zeitung Am Mittag en- 
tirely approves as wholly appro- 
priate’ to the occasion the sensa- 
tional editorial printed in Vor- 
waerts last week dealing with 
what would happen should an 
enemy succeed in invading the 
fatherland. It makes an asser- 
tion remarkable for this news- 
paper, saying: 

“Our government through- 
out this terrible war has se- 
dulously avoided hinting at 
this, and the other possibility, 
namely, that the war may be 
lost if everybody and everything 
ove not united in the utmost ef- 
ort. 

“The government has thus it- 
self contributed to veiling the 
real gravity of our position dur- 
ing these four years of war.” 
the newspaper continues. “It 
has preferred to lead the na- 
tion in blinkers past the abyss 
of danger to our national life.” 

Rhenische Westphalian Ga- 
zette shudderingly contemplates 
the Bulgarian situation “the 
last and highest wave,“ and 
euspects that the Bulgarians, 
after having got the Dobrudja 
region of Rumania, have no 
further use for Germany. 

The Frankfort Zeitung ex- 
presses regret that the govern- 
ment failed to impress on 
friend and foe with “truth” 
that Germany did not go into 
the war out of lust for power.

COMPLETE VICTORY FOR 
OPPOSITION PARTY.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30. — Kel 
Hara, one of the leaders of the 
Great Sejyukai, has been appointed 
Premier of the new Japanese Cab- 
met. 

He succeeds the Terauchi admin- 
istration. 


In addition to being Premier, Mr. 
Hara win hold the portfolio of Min- 
ister of Justice. 

The other members of the new 
Cabinet are: Viscount Yesuya 
Uchida, Minister for Foreign Affairs: 
Takejiro Tokonami, Minister of the 
Interior; Baron Korekiyo Takashi, 
British office; Tatsuo Yamamoto, 
Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce; Tokogoro Nakashashi, Min- 
ister of Public Instruction: Utara 
Noda, Minister of Communications. 
Gen. Glioh! Tanaka, Minister of War, 
and Admiral Tomosaburo Kato, Min- 
ister of Marine and Navy. 

The new Cabinet represents a com- 
plete victory for the Opposition, or 
Selyu Kai, party. 

The Marquis is now advanced in 
years, and it understood that it 
was at his instance that Mr. Hara 
was named. The latter is not only 
experienced in diplomacy, but has 
attained distinction in Japan as one 
of the country’s great editors. He 
was born in 1854 and -ducated as a 
lawyer. He has been attached to 
the Foreign Office in various capaci- 
ties, including that of Vice-Minister, 
and was secretary of the Embassy 
at Paris and Minister to Korea. 


He was a member of the last 


Selyukal binet, which was over- 
thrown if, 1908, but re-entered the 
com binati Cabinet as Minister of 


Home Affaire in 1913-1814. He vis- 
ited America tn 1909. 

The new Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Viscount Uchida was Ambas- 
sador to Washington in 1909, and is 
especially well irfformed on Amert- 
can affairs. He has been Vice-Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Minister to 
Peking and Minister to Vienna. He 
went to Petrograd as Ambassador to 
Russia in 1916. Withdrawing from 
that city when the diplomatic body 
returned to Vologda, Viscount Uchi- 
da hastened to Tokio and was large- 
ly instrumental in shaping the policy 
of the government there in its treat- 
ment of the Siberian question. 


FIFTEEN MILLION TONS 
COAL IS WEEKLY NEED. 


GARFIEDD ASKS MINERS AND 
OPERATORS TO VASTLY 
INCREASE OUTPUT.

WASHINGTON, Sept. %20.—To 
avert a coal famine thig winter and 
also meet all the needs of the war 
programme, Fuel Administrator 
Garfield today launched a drive for 
coal production which is to continue 
until April 1. 

In a formal proclamation to oper- 
ators and miners alike, the Fuel Ad- 
ministrator calls upon all to enlist 
in a detailed programme to pro- 
duce 12,234,000 tons of bituminous 
coal and 2,030,000 tons of anthra- 
cite every week. This tonnage, he 
promises, will give the country all 
the coal needed this winter. It rep- 
resents a weekly increase of 1,731,. 
000 tons of bituminous and 121,000 
tons of anthracite over the weekly 
production averages of the corre- 
sponding period of a year ago. The

YANK VALOR WINS ARGONNE 


Death Lurks on All Sides in Dark Forest 
as Americans Plow Way Through. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.}

dicate that the Germans intend to 
continue making a stand along the 
Present line instead of going back 
to the Kriemhilde line, although 
they, today, are making feverish ef- 
forts to strengthen that position. 

e Germans on the extreme left 
of the Argonne Forest yesterday 
evening filtered through the Ameri- 
can lines in some places with ma- 
chine guns and attempted to attack 
Pershing’s men from behind. The 
advance of the Americans, conse- 
quently, was delayed by the neces- 
sity of clearing out that portion of 
the forest. 

Aerial activity continues despite 
the rainy weather. American pur- 
eult groups making sorties from 
early morning until dark have ac- 
counted for twenty German ma- 
chines and seventeen balloons in 
the last three days. 

The American pilots continue to 
fy low over the battlefield and 
harass the troops and supply move- 
ments. American bombing squadrons 
got good results yesterday at Grand- 
Pre and at Marcq, southeast of the 
former place. 

The American problem in bring- 
ing up artillery stores, other sup- 
plies and other supporting troops 
also has tended to slow up the drive. 

West of the Aisne satisfactory 
progress was made today by the 
French, while slight advances were 
made also at almost every other 
point of the line from the Aisne to 
the Meuse. The Germans attacked 
heavily at a score of points, but the 
most vigorous counter-attacks were 
against the hi north of Ivoiry. 
There they concentrated a heavy 
artillery fire and under the cover 
of this and the support of machine 
guns, dense masses of infantry were 
thrown forward. For a great part 
of the day the enemy endeavored to 
break down the American defense 
at this point and wave after wave 
of German troops were thrown back 
with heavy loss. 

The German guns shelled with 
high explosives the road extending 
toward Montfaucon. This made it 
more difficult to bring up supplies 
but it did not stop the work. 

Toward the eastern part of the 
American sector the Americans were 
subjected to a strong machine-gun 
fire supplemented by an artillery 
bombardment from the north and 
from across the Meuse. 

On the western flank the Ameri- 


ments of German troops, which 
were noted going northward, from 
reaching the sector of present ac- 
tivity north of Verdun.

forming speclal alliances after the 
War needs further explanation.

The Temps says that Bulgaria 
capitulated, knowing that Germany

I 1913, the Temps continves, 

oslavof! (then Bulgarian Pre- 
mier) avenged the ambush of Gen. 
Bavof (Minister of War in the 
Radoslavof Cabinet.) and now the 
Malinof{-Savoff Cabinet avenges the 
ambush of Radoslavoftf. 

“While it is too soon to appreciate 
the full political consequences of 
Bulgaria's abandonment of the Cen- 
tral Powers.“ the newspaper con- 
cludes, “yet it is plain that Bul- 

ria’s action gives a fatal blow to 

urkey, and perhaps rendered a 
Service to Austria. as Austria now 

possesses an excuse for capitulation 
_ Which previously it wanted.” 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 30.—Com- 
menting editorially on President Wil- 
Son's speech, La Nacion says: 

“President Wilson's speech is a 
new, solid statement of the prin- 
ciples he has repeatedly proclaimed. 
But this may be considered more 
important than any of his other 
speeches, because it constitutes a di- 
rect, binding answer to Austria's re- 
cent peace drive, and therefore it 
will be useless for Berlin and Vienna 
to again suggest a peace by com- 
promise. President Wilson's state- 
ment is conclusive. 

“The President shows that no na- 
tion whatsoever may continue to re- 
ard the situation indifferently after 
taking into consideration what might 
be the war's issues. The most im- 
portant of these issues must be the 
guarantee to weak peoples that they 
shall receive the same rights as the 
mighty. But the greatest enterprise 
of the conquerors, and President 
Wilson has not the slightest doubt 
who the conquerors will be, is the 
organization of the league of na- 
tions.” 


MADRID, Sunday, Sept. 29.— 
(Reuters )—All the newspapers 
here publish the address of Presi- 
dent Wilson in New York in full. 
In commenting on the speech, the 
Liberal says:

“President Wilson's speech was 
made after he had replied to the 
Austrian note and also after Ger- 
many had proclaimed the im- 
mutability of the  Brest-Litovsk 
treaty.” says the Epoca. “In such 
clreumstances, the President's ad- 
dress will make a profound impres- 
sion on all dy ts sublime disinter- 
ested attitude, renouncing as it — 
all desire for territorial an4 
nomic delineations. If Germany — 
net accept the peace thus sketched 
she will not be able to pretend that 
the world does not desire peace, but 
must admit that the world is cnily 
determined not to have a German 
peace.”

| Four alleged murders in Los An- 
'geles county were revealed yester- 
day. In two cases mystery so far 
shrouds the killings and there have 
been no arrests. In the third case 
a confession is said to have been 
made by the man apprehended. 
Haven Cushman, 40 yeara old, of 
No. 820 North Ditman street, was 
found dead in his home yesterday 
afternoon, with a bullet hole in the 


back of his head. According te 
the Sheriff's office, there are indica- 
tions that the man had been mur- 
|dered. When the body was discov- 
lered, Cushman's hands were folded 
in an unnatural position and the 
wound was on the left side of ‘is 
head, although he was right-handed. 
A revolver with one chamber empty 
was lying on the table. 

Cushman was recently made 44 
ministrator of hie mother’s estate, 
valued at over $14,000. The prin- 
cipal beneficiary of the estate be- 
sides the dead man is Frank W. 
Cushman, living at Ne. 3007 Fit- 
teenth aveaue, West, Seattle. 

Discovery of the death of Cush- 
man was made when G. W. Sterrett 
of No. 815 North Ditman street 
noticed that a light in Cushman's 
room had been burning for three 
days.

IN DOUBLE TRAGEDY.

Another seised Spain in 
the year 1646, and the chronicles 
of the early Plymouth colony record 
how a malign disease of the respi- 
ratory organs was carried into New 
England by a cargo ship from Valen- 
cia. Several Pilgrims died of it. 
Following first seizures in 
1664, in ittent epidemics oc 
curred in this country with reason- 
able frequency. Medical books de- 
tail them as having taken place a 
dozen times in the last two centu- 
ries. 

Between 1850 and 1898 there was 
a lull in the influenza outbreaks. In 
the latter year, however, came sud- 
denly the widespread la grippe epl- 
demic, still within the memory of 
many of us. This epidemic, accord- 
ing to bacteriologists, had its or 
igin somewhere in the Orient, 
whence it found its way into Rus- 
sia and then into the rest of Europe 
and, finally, into the United States. 

It was during the epidemic of 
1889-93 that the greatest advances 
in the treatment of influenza were 
made. A German scientist named 
Pfeiffer succeeded in isolating a 
bacillus to which was given the 
name Pfeiffer’s bacillus. Until «a 
few years ago it was devoutly be- 
lieved by physicians to be the sole 
cause of Influenza. 

Spanish doctors are vehement in 
their denial that the disease which 
has already taken a toll in the Unit- 
ed States originated in their coun- 
try. The facts seem to bear them 
out. It is generally known that an 
influenza epidemic occurred during 
the summer of 1917 in nearly all of 
the South Buropean countries. and 
in the fall and winter of 1917-18 
reached the western front and sent 
many a soldier into a base hospital 
for a brief respite. Among the sol- 
diers it took the name of “Three-Day 
Fever or “The Flu;” the latter de- 
ing an abridgement for influenza, 
which was deemed too highbrow 
and cumbersome for trench use. As 
early as 1916 the disease was re- 
ported on the eastern front by Ger- 
man physicians. Its appearance in 
New York came late this summer.

DISMISSAL FOLLOWS

EXTORTION CHARGE AGAINST 
VENICE POLICE CHIEF 18 
WIPED FROM SLATE. 


Charges o made against 
Harry Raymond, Venice Chief of Po-
